Mr. Reid Accepts the Nomina- 
tion for Vice President. 



A VERY LENGTHY DOCUMENT, 



It Is Addressed to Hon. W. T. Durbln, 
Ind., and Is Dated Ophir 
M. V., October l», 1899— The 
Tariff Question the Chief Subject of the 
Letter. 

New York, Oct. 19.— Hon. Whitelaw 
Reid'B letter accepting the Republicau 
nomination for vice president, was made 
public last night. It is addressed to 

, Hon. W. T. Durbin, Anderson, Ind., 
and is dated Ophir Farm, N. Y., Oct. 
18, 1892. In it Mr. Reid says: 

When the nomination with which the 
national convention had honored me was 
formally announced by your commit- 
tee, I accepted it at once. In doing so I 
accepted also the principles set forth in the 
resolutions adopted by the convention as 
the basis of the appeal to the popular suf 
frage. There will be no misunderstanding 
as to the purposes of the Republican party 
in this contest, and no doubt <ui to the at- 
titude of its candidates. What it intends 
it has set forth in language that cannot l>e 
mistaken; and they will strive by all the 
lawful means in their power to enforce its 
plainly expressed will. 

The party plntforms — no-called — are 
more important this year than usual. Both 
the leading candidates have once com- 
manded the approval of the American peo- 
ple in its highest form of expression. At- 
tention is therefore concentrated less on 
the men themselves and more on the prln 
ciples each is put forward to represent, and 
would, in case of election, be required to 
carry out. It is obvious that the really 
vital issues which this year divide parties, 
and demand a popular decision are those 
relating to the tariff and currency. For 
tunately, both sides have stated their posi 
tionsou these subjects with directness 
simplicity and frankness. 

We favor a protective tariff and when in 
full power made the present one. Out 
opponents favor a tariff for revenue only, 
and promise the repeal of the present one. 
We maintain that the tariff should cover 
the difference in the cost of the home and 
foreign product, caused by the difference 
in the home and foreign wages for the 
labor employed upon it. Our opponents 
distinctly repudiated the proposition that 
American wiiges should be considered in 
the matter and declared instead that a 
tariff levied for anything hut revenue 
only, was unconstitutional. We maintain 
that the present tariff has worked 1 well; 
tiiat It has developed American manufac- 
tures, steadied and increased American 
wages and promoted the general prosper 
ity. Our opponents deny that there has 
been any increase of prosperity under the 
present tariff; declare that wages have 
been reduced and denounce the Repub- 
lican policy which, as they say, fosters no 
other industry so much as that of the 
sheriff. 

We favor the system by which, when 
we think the country ready for the reduc 
tion or abolition of duties, we insist upon 
getting corresponding and reciprocal ad- 
vantages from foreign countries as the 
condition of their enjoying these advan- 
tages in our own market. Our opponents 
denounce this reciprocity as a sham; and, 
therefore, inferentially pledge themselves 
to its repeal. The sharp issues thus pre- 
sented for the decision of the American 
people, cover more comprehensively ami 
more specifically than ever before the 
whole range of considerations relating to a 
protective tariff, its constitutionality, its 
expediency, its relation to wages, its prac- 
tical workings and the question whether, 
as It Is from time to time reduced, Wt 
should throw away the advantages thus 
extended to foreign nations or should get 
something in return for them. 

Mr. Reid then goes on to say that the 
constitutionality of a protective tariff 
has heretofore been thought established, 
and notes that a tariff bill avowedly for 
"the encouragement and protection of 
manufactures," was carried through the 
First congress. He also quotes from a 
message to congress of Andrew Jackson, 
on which the constitutionality of the. 
protective system is maintained, and 
coming down to the present time, adds 
the opinion of the Hon. George Ticknor 
Curtis on the same question. 

Speaking of the expediency of a pro 
tective tariff, Mr. Reid says: 

It has been vindicated by the experience 
of the last thirty years, the most wonder 
ful period of financial success over an 
heard of difficulties in the record of mod- 
ern civilization. Under it and by its aid 
the Republicau management of our 
finances has resulted In the largest pay 
ment of a national debt in the shortest 
time known to history and in the simul- 
taneous development of the industries ol 
the country and the prosperity of the peo- 
ple on « scale without a parallel. 

The true Valuation of American proper- 
ty in the United States has iucreased from 
f 14,000,000,000 in ISflO to #58,000,000,000 in 
1890, making a total increase in the thirty 
years of Republican rule and a Republican 
protective tariff of 144,000,000,000 against 
the $14,000,000,000 earned in the previous 
250 years. Our opponeutH join issue with 
us directly and positively on the effects of 
the present tariff. They deny that there 
has been any increase of prosperity tinder 
it, declare that wages have been reduced 
and denounce our policy, saying with a 
sneer that it fosters no industry to much 
as that of the sheriff. 

It has been a fortunate circumstance for 
the impartial public, which desires above 
all to ascertain the exact facta concerning 
such an assertion, that in the regular 
course of their official duty a number of 
Democratic officers have since been re- 
quired to report the statistics in their sev- 
eral departments bearing upon this sub- 
ject. Such reports have been made, suc- 
cessively by the commissioner of labor eta 
tistics, the bank commissioner and the 
board of equalization of the state of New 
York, by the chairman of the savings bank 
commission and by the chief of the bureau 



of labor statistics' of New Jersey and by 
others. 

All these reports tend to show an in 
crease during the year 1891, under the pre* 
ent tariff, in wages, in the value of prod 
nets, in the deposits in savings banks or in 
building and loan associations, and in the 
value of real and personal property as fixed 
for purposes, not of speculation, butol 
taxation. 

Coining down to the question of reci 
procity, Mr. Reid goes on to show the 
benefits derived from that policy. He 
says: 

The Democrats have designated reci 
procity as a sham. At the closo of the fls 
cal year in June last, it had been in opera 
tion but a few months, and under all the 
disadvantages attending the opening of 
new lines of trade in foreign countries 
Yet, even then, it had increased our trads 

• iui Lue toreigu cuuntnea *ft which n u 

been applied nearly one-fourth. The exact 
Increase was 28.78 per cent. Since then 
there has been a still greater increase, 
amounting on Sept. 1, the latest date to 
which the official statistics are yet availa- 
ble, of 22.6 per cent. 

It is obvious that the new trade thus 
opened, particularly with our neighbors in 
Central and South America, Is sure of a 
wide and far reaching development. This 
trade lies at our doors, and is with people 
naturally inclined to friendly commercial 
relations with us through kindred inter' 
ests and political aspirations. It involves 
largely the exchange of products peculiar 
to each country and needed by the other; 
it opens new markets for our cereals am 
vast fields for the use of our machinery 
and manufactures, and It must naturally 
bring with it also an annual increase of 
miscellaneous business between us anc 
them outside the articles directly affected 
by the treaties. To abandon this system 
which is absolutely equitable to both sides, 
which costs us nothing, and which brings 
such results, would be madness, while to 
denounce it as a sham is as unpatriotic as 
It is untruthful. 

On the subject of the currency the issue 
between the Republican party and its op 
ponents is almost as sharply defined as on 
the tariff. We demand that every dollar, 
paper, silver or gold, shall be made and 
kept as good as any other dollar. Our op 
ponents, while professing the same desire 
demand that the national bank currency 
shall be broken down by the repeal of the 
10 per cent, tax on the issues of state banks. 
The proposal of our opponents Is to section 
alize it again and thus return to the state 
bank system under which it was rarely 
equal to coin, was often at a ruinous dis 
count and often worthless. 

It is true that the gradual payment of 
the government bonds may require some 
change in the securities demanded as a 
guarantee for the national bank notes. The 
and party which devised the system made 
it a magnificent success may be relied upon 
to meet that emergency when it arises 
and the one party that assuredly could not 
be relied upon in the matter is the party 
which has now formally proposed as Its 
remedy for the difficulty, a return to the 
semi-barbarous condition of the hetero- 
genous state bank Issues before the war. 

There Is good reason to hope for some 
practical union of effort for a common 
solution of the silver problem, with an in 
creased use of sliver, throu«h the renewed 
international silver conference, which the 
wise policy of the present administration 
has secured from the leadirfg commercial 
natlous of the world. It is a statement 
which no candidate and competent bust 
ness authority, whatever his political ten 
dencles, can deny that the adoption now 
of the policy avowed by our oppoaents in 
their declaration of principles, as to the re- 
peal of the present tariff, the passage of a 
tariff for revenue only and t he substitu 
tion of state bank for national currency, 
would give au immediate and disastrous 
shock to business. 

But we are some times told that they do 
not mean what they say. If so, could the 
people" wisely intrust power to a party 
which does not mean to keep its promise* 
and appeals for popular support with an 
admitted lie upon its lips. At other times 
we are told that their candidate neither be- 
lieves their platform nor would dream of 
.carrying it out, and that, therefore, there 
is no danger. We put no such aspersion 
upon their candidate. To hold the noini 
nation under such circumstances would 
be an act not only of treachery to tbe party 
whose standard he bears, but of folly b* 
sides— since the country could not help 
seeing that an effort was in progress to de 
ceive it as to either the policy of the party 
or the purpose of t he cuudidate. 

Furthermore, the duty of carrying out 
the plaiu purpose decided by an over- 
whelming majority in tHe highest Demo 
cra r ic tribunal, would devolve, not upon 
the president, but upou the congress to be 
elected by this party, which promises the 
repeal of the present tariff, which demands 
a tariff for revenue only, and pronounces 
any other unconstitutional, and proposes 
to abandon the national bank currency in 
favor of that issued by state banks. The 
dauger has never before been so great. 

The Democratic party has often threat 
ened the peace or the prosperity of the 
country, but within the memory of this 
generation it has never had the power to 
carry out its purposes. When it had a 
president, he was held In check by a Re 
publican congress, and when a Democratic 
house of representatives was elected, it 
was still held in check by a Republican 
senate. Not for one hour since March, 
1869, has the Democratic party had power 
to control the legislation and direct the 
policy of the United States government. 

But tbe present political situation makes 
it plain to every observer that a Demo- 
cratic victory in the states which they must 
now carry in order to elect a president 
would also insure them enough new sena- 
tors to reverse tbe present slender majority 
in the United States senate. If they elect 
a president this time they will clearly have 
both tbe house and the senate, too: and 
will thus be placed In absolute ooutrol for 
the first time since 1869, with nothing to 
prevent their carrying out the threats they 
have made against both the present tariff 
and the present currency. 

It la as idle, therefore, as it is slanderous 
to say that there la no danger from the tri- 
umph of our opponents, since their candi- 
date will refuse «6 carry out their princi- 
ples. He could not with credit, and he 



could not anyway, because the power 
would rest, not with him, but with con- 
gress. 

Mr. Reid, speaking of the alleged 
force bill, says: 

This bill scarcely callB for notice The 
very title of the bill proclaims its object to 
be to prevent the use of force at elections; 
it failed anyway, and the southern white 
men who were lately its chief, as they were 
its most Interested, opponents now begin 
to wish it revived to protect them from 
being themselves counted out of elections 
they have fairly won— as the otherxday in 
Alabama— by their own white fallow Dem- 
ocrats. 

It is well, however, to say that tbe de- 
nunciation in the Democratic platform of 
the principle that the federal government 
may surpervise the election of federal offi- 
cers is grotesque. That principle has lieen 
long recognized and it has been sustained 
by the courts; It now stands undisputed on 
the statute books, and it was enforced at 
recent elections by Grover Cleveland, then 
president of the United States, through his 
order of Oct. 5, MM, to Mr. Garland, his 
attorney general. But It is not to be dis- 
guised that the recent clamor against this 
principle, if it means anything, means a 
purpose to nullify the fourteenth and 
fifteenth articles of the constitution of the 
United States. 

Mr. Reid next refers to the revival of 
American shipping and repeats his ad- 
hesion to the resolutions of the Republic- 
an national convention as a whole. Of 
the shipping question he says: 

The Republican party has taken success- 
ful steps to this end; and the resolutions of 
ita convention only confirms its devotion to 

a principle on which its practice has al- 
ready iieen wise ami cmcient. me Demo- 
cratic resolutions say nothing on the sub- 
ject and it is fair to say that the Demo- 
cratic party takes no interest in It. 

In closing he pays a high tribute to 
ti e administration of president Harrison. 
He says: 

The administration of President Harri- 
son has been generally recognized as hon- 
est, able and safe. Considering the num- 
oer of important subjects, of both foreign 
and domestic policy, it has been compelled 
to deal with, and the satisfaction that has 
attended the results, it may indeed be pro- 
nounced brilliantly successful. Abroad it 
has adjusted difficult questions with con- 
sideration for weak nations and with cour- 
teous but resolute firmness to the most 
powerful. It has protected the honor 
of the flag and the rights of 
our citizens. Has preserved tbe peace, 
and secured the further application of its 
principle of international arbitration; ha* 
removed long standing prohibitions on un- 
just charges of unhealthfulness against 
our food products; has opened new mar- 
kets with our neighbors and promoted a 
closer intercourse. At home it has re- 
funded a portion of the remaining debt at 
the lowest rate ever commanded by any 
nation in tbe civilized world; has largely 
strengthened and Improved our navy; has 
greatly enlarged the free list at our cu 
torn houses, and remitted over one nun 
dred millions of duties on a single article 
in admitting sugar free. 

Not to enumerate further, it may be 
fairly said that the present condition of the 
country and the geueral public confidence 
in the administration, combine to form the 
strongest protest against subjecting tbe 
people to the shock and needless risk inev- 
itable in such a change. A sudden rever 
sal of policy is not what either the sugges- 
tions of ordinary business prudence, or the 
obvious and general contentment of the 
people call for. 

I believe your declaration of principles 
and your renominatiou of a prudent, spot 
less and successful president will command 
the popular approval at the polls, and will 
under Uod, inure to the continued benefit 
of our country.

One 
had a hip smashed and several were in- 
jured internally.

ONE FOR BOSTON. 

First Game That Counts of the World's 
Championship Bane Hall. 

Cleveland, Oct. 19.— Two errors yes- 
terday by two of the Cleveland players 
and Duffy's long hits won the game for 
Boston by a score of 4 to 3. Cleveland 
batted better than the Bostons, although 
it secured no more hits. The local team 
were very unlucky in sending the ball 
time and again directly into some field- 
er's waiting hands. Clarkson was hit 
hard in two innings only and pitched 
splendid ball. He made one of the great- 
est stops seen on any ball field, but Vir- 
tue let the ball get away from him on 
Clarkson's throw and subsequently the 
man who got the benefit of the error 
brought his run in. 

The game in no way demonstrated 
the superiority of either team over the 
other. If it did anything at all, it con- 
firmed the impression that the clubs are 
two of the most evenly matched that 
ever came together. The attendance 
was 7,500 and the day perfect for ball 
playing. 

Boston got its first run in the first 
inning on singles by Long and Mc- 
Carthy and Duffy's long fly to McAleer. 
In tho third inning, Long got to first on 
Virtue's muff of a thrown ball, and 
reached home after Duffy's three base 
hit. Zimmer's single, Clarkson's double 
and Burkett's fly to Lowe gave Cleve- 
and its first run. 

In tho next inning the local team 
scored again on McKean's single, Vir- 
tue's sacrifice and a hot hit to left field 
by McAleer. The score was now a tie, 
bnt in the fifth Boston forged ahead 
again on Tebeati's fumble of McCarthy's 
hot grounder wafl a two-base hit by 
Duffy that banged up against the left 
field fence. One more run was added to 
the Boston score in the eighth inning on 
a three-base hit to right field by Duffy 
and Nash's line single in the same direc- 
tion. 

In the ninth it looked at one time as 
though Cleveland would surely tie tho 
score. The first play was a sensational 
catch by Duffy of Virtue's line hit. 
Then Duffy muffed McAleer's fly and 
threw the batter out at second on a dose 
decision. O'Connor hit safely over 
second and Zimuier followed with a tre- 
mendous drive to left field fence for 
threo bases that scored O'Connor. Staley 
fumbled Clarkson's hit but Long got the 
ball and threw the batter out.

Oct. 19.— James Steven- 
son, aged fourteen, was stabbed and 
killed by Stewart Rodgers, a boy ten 
years old at 7 :45 o'clock yesterday eve- 
ning near F^orty-flfth street. The stab- 
bing grew out of a boys' quarrel. Young 
Rodgers is in jail. 

Pleaded Guilty of Bribery. 

Toledo, Oct. 18.— Frank C. Tanner, 
one of the members of the city council 
indicted for bribery, came into court 
yesterday afternoon and pleaded guilty. 
He also resigned his seat in the council. 
Sentence was deferred until the close of 
the term. 

A Lad's TerrlbU Death. 

South Bend, Ind., Oct. 19.— Monday 
evening Louis Rapp was run over while 
plaving in the Vanualia yards, and hor- 
ribly mutilated. Both legs were severed 
close to the body and his abdomen torn 
open. He lived but a few hours. 

Fatal Result of a Spree. 

Portsmouth, O., Oct. 19.— J. A. Col- 
vin, a citizen of South Portsmouth, wis 
found dead Monday morning. He had 
been on a spree several days. Death re- 
sulted from paralysis, superinduced by 
an overdose of whisky. 

Germans Killed In Africa. 

Berlin, Oct. 19. — A dispatch from 
Zanzibar says that the Wahihis attacked 
the Germans near Kilossa and killed 
Lieutenant Bruening and four soldiers.

Great Destruction Dono at 
Different Places. 



FOREST FIRES IN DELAWARE. 

Six I in in Houses Burned and Hundred- 
or Acres or Land Have Been Burned 
Over-An Ohio Town Threatened -Chi- 
cago Hotel Burned. ' 

Frankfoup, Del., Oct. 19.— The im- 
mense fires which started east of here 
on Sunday are increasing and hundreds 
of acres of land have been burned over. 
Six farm houses were destroyed yester- 
day. In many localities the people are 
fighting the flames night and day. 

It is feared that the fires will inter- 
fere with the running of trains on the 
Delaware. Maryland and Virginia rail- 
road as the signals can not be seen one 
hundred yards distant so dense is the 
smoke. Railroad employes are guarding 
the telegraph poles to prevent them 
from catching fire and thus interrupting; 
telegraphic communication. Old resi- 
dents say tlie fires are the greatest that 
have occurred since 1840. 



An Ohio Town Threatened. 
Ashland, Ky., Oct. 19.— A terrible 
forest fire, started by some youngsters 
playing in the woods, is raging on the 
hills surrounding Sheridan, Lawrence 
county, O., just across the river above 
this city. The old Sheridan coal works 
and the houses of the entire town, with 
a population of 600, are threatened with 
total destruction, the dryness of the 
forest rendering a successful fighting of 
the flames impossible. The sky is black 
with smoke and flying ashes, and several 
buildings with nearly all their contents 
have already burned. 

A SUBURBAN "hOLQCUST. 

Chicago's Euglewood Visited by a Dis- 
astrous Fire. 

Chicago, Oct. 19. — Dwellings and 
stores, fifteen buildings in all, were 
bnrned and two lives lost in Englewood. 
The loss is $80,000. 

The fire started at Wright and Sixty- 
third streets in a bakery. While in a 
hysterical condition Mrs. W. Butler, one 
of the victims, though not really in dan- 
ger, jumped from a third-story window 
of tho Hotel Kent and, striking her 
head, was instantly killed. 

Another unfortunate was an employe 
in the bakery, John Howard, who was 
roasted to death. A woman and child 
seen at a window In one of the burning 
structures had not been accounted for 
after the fire and may have perished. 

The financial loss, though large in the 
aggregate, was distributed among near- 
ly three dozen persons, chiefly small 
householders and shopkeepers. 

' Hotel and Dwellings Burned. 

Plain City, O, Oct. lit.— Fire broko 
out in Sherwood's hotel shortly after noon 
yesterday and destroyed thai structure, 
together with three dwellings. Henry 
Kahler was probably fatallv injured by 
falling walls. Loss about $15,000. 

Nlglitwatchnian Went to Sleep. 

Tipton, Ind., Oct. 19.— The electric 
light plant burned hero yesterday morn- 
ing. The plaut was owned by A. S. 
Nickey, and was partiallv insured. 
Loss, $20,000. The nightwatchman was

Chicago, Oct. 19.— The box factory 
and planing mill of H. Paepick A Com- 
pany was destroyed by fire yesterday. 
The loss amounted to $40,000 and was 
covered by insurance. 

DASTARD LY C RIME. 

A Farmer Killed and Ills Body Burned in 
His Own Ham. 

St. Mary's, O., Oct. 19.— North Star, 
a remote village in Darke county, is 
tom up over a dastardly crime commit- 
ted Monday night.

Cincinnati Engraver Said to be 
Making Illegal Stencils for Use 
in This State. 



It behooves every Democrat to be on 
his guard when he goes to vote in Novem- 
ber, and see that his ballot marked with 
a cross like this X. The new law says 
that only a mark of this kind shall be 
used. 

It has come to light recently that a 
Cincinnati engraver is now marking black 
ink stencils for use in making ballots at 
the election in this State that will con- 
tain a V* instead of an X mark. A Ken- 
tucky official saw the stencil last week. 
There will undoubtedly be an attempt 
made in some districts to substitute the 
V stencil for the X. 

All ballots marked otherwise than with 
the X mark will, of course, be thrown 
out, and Democrats should see that they 
use the proper kind of stencil. Speakers 
should impress this on the voters. 

It would be a good idea for county 
authorities to secure the stencils in the 
election booths by means of small chains.

It is Liable to Have Serious 
Results.

GREAT FEARS FOR THE FUTURE. 

That Bogus Dlspatcri Threaten! to Uuie 
• Break In the Telegrapher*' Organisa- 
tion-Labor News from Several Other 
Sources. 

Topeka, Kan., Oct. 19. -The opera- 
tors on the main system of the Atch- 
ison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroad are 
all at work again but the 500 operators 
on the Atlantic and Pacific, running 
westward from Albuquerque, N M., 
are still out as a result on the hoax and 
persistently refuse to work. Members 
of the Order of Railway Telegraphers 
here are greatly alarmed at the position 
assumed by the Atlantic and Pacific 
operators and fear that it will greatly 
weaken their organization. The^offlcials 
of the Santa Fe roughly estimate the 
loss to the company from the strike at 
$100,000. 

At the general offices of the Santa Fe 
system the latest reports from the At- 
lantic and Pacific railroad were that the 
500 operators on the division of the sys- 
tem were still out and refused to return 
to work. The men here don't under- 
stand why this action was taken, and 
the only explanation offered is that the 
men having once quit work do not like 
to confess themselves hoaxed, 'or they 
do not believe that the order ordering 
them to return to work was genuine. 

The operators here fear that serious 
damage has l>een done their order. The 
impression previals that the head9 of the 
departments in the Telegraphers' asso- 
ciation have been too careless and did 
not take the necessary precautions to 
prevent mistakes. Unless the Atlantic | 
and Pacific operators return it will prob- 
ably cause a division in the organiza- 
tion of the Order of Railway Telegraph- 
ers. 

AN ELECTRIC STRIKE. 

No Distinction Made Between Union and 
Non-Union Men. 

New York, Oct. 19.— A special meet- 
ing of Electrical union No. 4568, A. F. 
of L. , was held in this city Monday 
night, when the following resolution 
was adopted: 

Resolved, That we, the electrical bosses 
and contractors of New York and vicinity 
will make ■ no distinction whatever be- 
tween union and non union workmen on 
and after Oct. 15, and that they will be 
compelled to work together; and, that fur- 
ther 

Resolved, That in case of a strike any 
firm hiring a striker will be fined #1,000. 

The resolution was signed by twenty- 
one manufacturers; among them were 
the following firms: Western Electric 
company, Ward, Leonard & Co., Eureka 
Electric Light company. Edwards & Co., 
Ostrander & Co.. Complete Construction 
company, New York Electric Equip- 
ment company. Batemau & Pollard, and 
others. 

Strikes were ordered for veaterday in 
this city, Brooklyn, Long Island City, 
New Haven, Far Rockaway. and several 
other places, and a great many men are 
out. The strike will spread in case the 
other firms attempt to employ non-union 
hands. . 

Only Work Klght Hour'. 

Boston, Oct. 19.— The bricklayers' 
unions of this city will establish an eight 
hour work day on Nov. 1. This is the 

Srst branch of the building trades in 
[assachusetts to obtain the eight hour 
work day. The men in order to* gain 
their object without a strike, have agreed 
to sacrifice one hours' pay, but it is ex- 
pected that the limiting of the hours of 
labor will in a short time enable the 
bricklayers to get as much for eight 
hours' work as they have been receiving 
for nine. 

i .. n.-uil Tie-Up l.ookoil For. 

Cleveland, Oct. 19.— It has jusl btajn 
learned that the 400 switchmen em- 
ployed in the yards of the different rail- 
roads centering in Cleveland will pre- 
sent a bill fif grievances to the railroad 
officials and, unless they are agreed to 
at once, there will be a strike. Higher 
wages and shorter hours are demanded. 
The railroad officials declare that they 
will not entertain the propositions of the 
yardmen and a general tie-up is looked 
for. 

M u hi <io to Work First. 

Denvem, Oct. lit.— President Jeffrey, 
of the Rio Grande, late last ii.ight issued 
an ultimatum to the striking trainmen 
to report for duty at once or consider 
themselves discharged. Mr. Jeffrey 
further says that he will not tieat with 
any committee from the strikers until 
all trains are moving according to 
schedule, when he will consider all 
grievances.
